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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TOWN LIBRARY 


At the beginning of the past year the library had 11,755 
volumes on the shelves, and to this have been added during 
the year, exclusive of government reports, 154 volumes, of 
which 140 were purchased from the funds available and 14 
presented by various donors. 

While less volumes have been added during the past year 
than the last few preceding years, the condition is easily ex- 
plained by the fact that the income from trust funds and the 
town appropriation remain practically the same and the cost 
of books has materially advanced. 

The committee takes pleasure in announcing a bequest of | 
$500.00 from the estate of the late Warren L. Hooper, Esq., 
and although the funds are not yet available, a vote of the 
town accepting same is all that is necessary. 

The library and reading room have been well patronized 
during the year. On the tables of the reading room are 16 - 
of the current magazines, and from the shelves of the stack 
1,243 volumes have been loaned of non-fiction, and 6,545 vol- 
umes of fiction, makfng a total of 7,788 volumes during the 
year, exclusive of the branch at North Walpole, where 1,801 
volumes were loaned.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


We respectfully submit this, our sixth annual report, to 

the School Board and the citizens of the town of Walpole. 

In the statistical table which follows you will find the 
items of interest found in the report to the state department 
and taken from the registers of last year. The attendance at 
the present time is given in column four and the names of the 
teachers new this year are inserted in parentheses. You will 
note the low per cent of attendance. This was due principally 
to the prevailing epidemic of last year. The changes in teach- 
ers have been few. This is an exceptional condition when we 
eonsider the searecity of teachers and the large salaries being 
paid in neighboring states where financial assistance has been 
given to meet these conditions. We look for serious problems 
in securing teachers who are efficient the coming year. The 
School Board gave last year what they thought a liberal in-- 
crease in the salaries of teachers, but, looking at the problem 
in-the light of the present cost of living and the call for teach- 
ers in the industries with larger salaries, it looks as though 
there must be even larger increases for next year. 

We hoped that the new school act passed a year ago would 
aid the town financially and help it to bear its increasing bur- 
dens more easily. The amount we may receive should be, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the law, about eight thousand dol- 
lars. At the present writing we have not received a definite 
statement of the amount. The amount apportioned will depend 
upon the funds available and upon the needs of the several 
state aid towns. We expect an exact statement before school 
meeting.

NOTE—New teachers are inserted in parentheses. 
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The State aid for schools is dependent somewhat upon the 
sanitary conditions of the schoolhouses. Detailed surveys have 
been made of the rural school houses. The report was favor- 
able, but there is need of some minor repairs before the next 
school year. The graded buildings are in good condition. 
Medical inspection has been started by the local district nurse 
at Walpole to meet the regulations of the health department of 
the state. 


The prescribed regulations of the state board have the 
force of law and must be complied with. This is a new feature 
of our educational system. The powers of the School Board 
and the superintendent are restricted in so far as the regula- 
tions of the state board are concerned. The superintendent 
becomes the agent of the state board and is held responsible 
for putting into effect the regulations made for the growth of 
a permanent educational policy. State aid will be given only 
on those expenditures which are made in accordance with the 
_law. The cooperation of the school authorities with the state 
and a willingness on the part of the School Board to adopt 
the’ new conditions will work for the best interests of the 
schools. We are now having board meetings where a part of 
the business of the schools is being transacted. Only expendi- 
tures made in this way or authorized at a board meeting are 
legal, and can be recognized by the state. A new system of 
bookkeeping is being installed, which will make it possible to 
classify the accounts more accurately and enable the School 
Board to know the financial condition of the school district at 
all times. 


The aim of the present law is to secure universal super- 
vision of the schools of the state by a school man of training 
‘and experience, approved by the state department. The super- 
vision of the schools of the town has been restricted principally 
to the sections outside of North Walpole. The state will now 
demand the same supervision in all schools of the town. 
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At North Walpole the state program of studies is used 

up to the seventh grade. In the grades. above these, including 
the ninth year, a junior high school has been established. A 
part of the state program has been used, but while much of 
the work is efficient, yet the school is not approved by the state. 


We believe that measures should be taken to have the 
schools all meet the approval of. the state. On the principal 
of reciprocity all the work done in an approved school of one 
state should be accepted in another state. This would make 
the continuation of the pupils in their work at Bellows Falls 
sure, and the adaptation made without serious difficulty. We 
believe that the best interests of the town will be served by a 
willing cooperation of the school officials in the work as it is 
being administered by the state board of education. We be- 
lieve that the business of the schools should be done at the 
board meetings and good business practice demands it. 

We are all working for the pupils of the town of Wal- 
pole, and hope to give them an educational equipment suf- 
ficient to meet the needs of the times. This is a great under- 
taking and should have the united support of the people of 
the town in one plan working toward the accomplishment of 
the highest educational standards. 

We find that the district did not raise sufficient funds last 
year to meet its financial needs. We have managed to con- 
tinue the schools, however, by holding back a few bills until 
after the annual school meeting. This deficiency is due prin- 
cipally to the change in the beginning of the financial school 
year from the first of February to the first of September. 
Before we can secure State aid this year we must make the 
school funds good which were appropriated for this year and 
begin even when the state enters as a partner in the finances 
of the schools. The increase in the salaries of teachers and 
the cost of supplies have made it.difficult to plan accurately 
for the future. 
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We have been able to meet the new conditions fairly well. 
We have secured satisfactory teachers, and have been very 
fortunate in securing supplies at a resonable cost. Text books 
have been purchased where needed to meet changing condi- 
tions and the requirements of the program of studies. Some 
improvements have been made in organization and tests are 
being given to determine the efficiency of the schools. 

The school at Walpole is now approved as a six-year high 
school with six-year elementary school. Our pupils are enter- 
ing college on certificate under the college entrance board and — 
on the approval of the state. We have a Smith-Hughes school 
of agriculture, which seems to fit the needs of the boys from 
the farms who are not going to college. There seemed to be 
a feeling last year that we should start a business course in 
the high school. We introduced a course in bookkeeping and 
business arithmetic. About seventeen pupils are taking the 
course. The wood and iron work department has been devel- 
oped and the industrial work now begins with both boys and 
oirls at the fifth grade. 

We appreciate the spirit of cooperation which nearly all 
the teachers have shown. They have met new conditions 
faithfully. We have watched the progress of the pupils as 
they have adjusted themselves to the new courses, and have 
found these course functioning in the work of the children. 
While we questioned the wisdom of some of the new departures 
from the beaten educational paths, vet the work of three years 
in developing the six-year plan has shown that the pupils now 
have a background much richer in information and experience. 

Again we ask you for your cooperation in making the 
schools more efficient, suited to New Hampshire pupils, and 
especially to those of Walpole. We ask for a united support 
of the citizens of Walpole in building up an efficient school 
system and a high educational morale.
